To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration 
my  22nd  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Admin- 
istration of  the  Fylde  Rural  District,  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1923. 

The  statistics  with  regard  to  the  number  of  births 
and  deaths  have  again  been  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General, 
through  the  County  Public  Health  Department.  The 
number  of  births  and  deaths  referred  to  in  this  report  are 
those  registered  during  the  calendar  year,  corrected  for 
inward  and  outward  transfers. 

The  Registrar-General’s  figures  refer  to  the  births 
and  deaths  “registered”  during  the  calendar  year,  and 
differs  slightly  from  the  local  totals. 
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Area. — The  area  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  is  now  38,633  statute  acres. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1923  is  2,836. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  District  is  £136,650, 
and  the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £569  7s.  6d. 

Population. — The  Registrar-General  estimates  the 
population  of  the  Fylde  Rural  Area  for  the  year  1923  at 
12,910 ; an  increase  of  120  on  last  year. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births  and  Birth-Rate  — According  to  the  statistics 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  the  number  of  births 
registered  as  occurring  in  or  belonging  to  the  Rural  Area  during 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1923,  was  219  (males  105, 
females  114),  an  increase  of  8 births  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year.  Illegitimate  births  in  1923  numbered  6 
(males  1,  females  5). 

The  birth-rate  for  the  Rural  Area  calculated  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population  was  16.9,  an  increase  of  0.5  per 
1.000,  as  compared  with  last  year  ; and  1.9  per  1,000  below 
the  mean  rate  of  the  10  years,  1913-1922. 

The  provisional  birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  for  the  year  1923  was  19.7  per  1,000. 
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The  distribution  of  the  nett  births  in  the  Rural  Area

Deaths  and  Death-Rates. — The  nett  deaths  actually 
belonging  to  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1923,  according 
to  the  statistics  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General,  numbered 
151  ; males  78,  females  73.  This  total  includes  8 deaths 
known  as  “inward  transfers,”  i.e.,  deaths  of  persons  whose 
usual  place  of  residence  was  in  the  Rural  Area,  but  who  died 
in  some  other  district,  and  excludes  106  deaths  known  as 
“ outward  transfers,”  i.e.,  deaths  of  persons  occurring  in  the 
district  whose  usual  place  of  residence  was  elsewhere.  The 
majority  of  the  latter  deaths  occurred  in  the  Fylde  Union 
Institution. 

In  the  year  1922  the  nett  deaths  totalled  166,  and  152 

in  1921.

The  death-rate  of  the  Rural  Area  for  the  year  under 
report,  calculated  on  the  estimated  population  of  12,910, 
was  11.6  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  12.9  last  year, 
and  a mean  rate  of  12.8  for  the  10  years  1913-1922. 
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The  annual  death-rate  for  the  Rural  Area  has  only 
been  more  favourable  than  the  present  rate  on  three  occasions. 

The  provisional  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  for  the  year  under  report  was  11.6  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population.

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Phthisis  (Pulmonary  Tuberculosis).- — To  this 
cause  were  ascribed  7 deaths  (males  5,  females  2),  corres- 
ponding to  a rate  of  0.54  per  1,000,  slightly  in  excess  to  last 
year’s  rate  and  the  mean  of  the  preceding  10  years. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia.- — Bronchitis  gave  rise 
to  6 deaths  and  Pneumonia  11  deaths,  as  compared  with  15 
and  10  deaths  respectively  last  year. 

Influenza  contributed  7 fatajities  against  5 in  1022. 

Infant  Mortality. — Amongst  infants  under  the  age 
of  1 year  there  were  15  deaths  (males  11,  females  4). 

In  1922  there  were  20  infant  deaths,  19  in  1921,  and 
23  in  1920.

The  infant  death-rate  calculated  per  1,000  births  was 
68,  the  lowest  recorded  for  the  district  excepting  the  year 
1919,  when  the  infant  death-rate  was  58  ; last  year  the  rate 
was  94  per  1,000,  77  in  1921,  and  80  in  1920. 

The  mean  rate  of  the  10  years  1913-1922  was  87. 

The  infant  mortality  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  was  69  per  1,000  registered  births. 
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The  tabulated  statement  below  compares  the  birth  and 
death-rates  for  1923  with  those  for  the  year  1922,  and  the 
mean  of  the  preceding  10  years.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — Under  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  66  cases  were  notified  : 
28  Diphtheria,  35  Scarlet  Fever,  2 Enteric,  and  1 Erysipelas. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
10  Pulmonary  cases  were  notified,  and  7 of  Other  Forms. 

10  Tubercular  cases  received  Sanatorium  treatment 
during  the  year  : 3 at  High  Carley,  3 at  Luneside,  2 at  Mea- 
thop,  1 at  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  near  Oswestry, 
and  one  at  the  Skin  Hospital,  Salford. 

60  Infectious  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Moss  Side,  viz.  : 27  Diphtheria,  31  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  2 Enteric.

10  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and 
7 of  Other  Forms  in  1923. 

There  were  7 deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  4 
of  which  were  notified  in  1923. 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  Fylde  Rural 
District  is  fairly  good.  In  some  cases  the  patient  delays  too 
late  in  obtaining  medical  advice,  and  refuses  Sanatorium 
treatment. 

The  district  is  under  the  care  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
of  the  Elswick  Sanatorium.  Every  week,  notifications  of 
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Tuberculosis  (if  any)  are  sent  to  the  County  Council.  The 
Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  each  patient  with  the  Medical 
Attendant,  and  where  necessary  domiciliary  or  sanatorium 
treatment  is  given.  On  the  occasion  of  death,  or  removal 
to  a sanatorium,  the  dwellings  are  always  disinfected.

16  cases  occurred  in  Freckleton,  from  January  to  September, 
as  will  be  observed  in  the  above  table.  The  majority  of  these 
were  of  school  age,  and,  as  I observed  on  one  of  my  visits 
to  the  school  in  this  village,  that  the  children  used  the  same 
pencils  indiscrimnately,  thus  spreading  the  infection.  The 
fatal  case  was  that  of  a teacher  at  the  Wrea  Green  School, 
and  doubtless  this  was  the  origin  of  other  eases  in  Wrea  Green 
and  Westby,

31  Cases  received  hospital,  and  4 home  treatment. 

This  disease  occurred  principally  in  Staining,  Marton 
and  Carleton.  The  fatal  cases  were  one  belonging  to  Treales, 
and  one  to  Wesham.  The  Treales  case  originated  from  a 
very  mild  one  in  Clifton,  which  was  not  recognised  until  des- 
quamation took  place.  The  other  case  in  Wesham  was  that 
of  a very  delicate  child,  who  suffered  from  Chronic  Bronchitis, 
and  the  origin  was  traced  to  the  preceding  case  at  Treales. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER.

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

Hospitals  and  other  Institutions  available  for 
the  District. 

Midwives’  Act,  1902. — There  are  6 Certified  Mid- 
wives on  the  County  Register  practising  in  the  Fylde  Rural 

District. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  appointed  a Lady 
Inspector  to  visit  the  district,  and  a part-time  Health  Visitor, 
who,  on  receipt  of  notification  of  a birth,  visits  each  case  and 
gives  necessary  advice, 
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The  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  as  previously 
mentioned,  is  under  the  care  of  the  Medical  Officer  at  the 
Elswick  Sanatorium,  near  Kirkham. 

School  Clinic. — The  Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children  has  been  carried  out  in  all  the  Schools  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  acting  under  the  County  Council. 

Venereal  Disease  Clinic. — Treatment  is  given  at 
the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  and  at  the  Victoria  Hospital, 
Blackpool,  under  a scheme  of  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — There  are  3 Hospitals 
in  the  district,  and  one  Sanatorium,  viz.  : — The  Fylde  Con- 
joint Isolation  Hospital  at  Moss  Side,  near  Lytham,  which 
is  used  for  Infectious  Diseases.  This  hospital  is  also  used 
by  the  following  districts  : — Fleetwood,  Poulton,  Thornton, 
Kirkham,  Lytham  St.  Annes  and,  occasionally,  outlying 
districts. 

The  Preston,  Fylde  and  Garstang  Hospital,  at 
Elswick,  near  Kirkham,  is  for  Small-Pox.  The  number  of 
beds  at  the  above  hospital  is  not  limited. 

There  is  also  a Sanatorium  at  Elswick  for  Tubercular 

cases. 


The  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Victoria 
Hospital,  Blackpool,  are  used  for  serious  accidents  and 
surgical  operations. 

The  Fylde  Union  Institution,  at  Wesham,  has 
also  an  Infirmary,  and  receives  necessitous  cases,  and  those 
of  Maternity  when  required.  The  accommodation  is  very 
good,  and  the  Institution  is  used  by  the  Fylde  Rural  District 
and  neighbouring  towns. 

The  total  number  of  inmates  on  31st  December,  1923, 
was  278. 
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As  to  hospital  administration  in  the  Fylde  Rural 
District,  committees  are  formed  consisting  of  representatives 
from  the  various  Councils  of  the  area 

The  Cottage  Homes  in  Moor  Street,  Kirkham,  for 
destitute  children  from  the  Fylde  District,  consist  of  modern 
semi-detached  houses,  each  of  which  is  under  a Foster- 
Mother,  supervised  by  a Superintendent  and  Matron.  The 
total  number  of  children  on  31st  December,  1923,  was  68 
(43  boys  and  25  girls). 

The  Ambulance  facilities  are  very  good. 

The  Moss  Side  Isolation  Hospital  has  a Motor  Am- 
bulance for  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  the  Institution. 

The  Kirkham  Council  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
have  also  a Motor  Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  non- 
inf  ectious  and  accident  cases,  which  is  also  used  by  the  Fylde 
Rural  District. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. — 30  speci- 
mens of  sputum  were  sent  to  the  Elswick  Sanatorium  for 
examination,  of  which  8 were  positive  and  22  negative. 

There  have  been  76  examinations  of  swabs  for  the 
detection  of  the  diphthentic  germ,  and  some  of  these  proved 
negative. 

398.000  Units  of  Anti-Toxin  were  used  during  the 

year. 


The  chemical  and  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  and  the  speci- 
mens of  sputum  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Elswick 
Sanatorium  for  examination. 
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The  Administration  of  Local  Acts  or  General 
Adoptive  Acts. — You  have  adopted  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1890,  as  much  as  applies  to  a Rural  area. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Water  Supply. — The  majority  of  the  houses  receive 
their  supply  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board,  the  water  of  which 
is  very  good  and  constant.  Its  source  is  Grizedale.  How- 
ever, there  are  still  a few  houses  which  rely  on  stored  roof 
water. 


Sanitary  conditions  requiring  notice  are  water  supply 
to  Wharles  and  part  of  Treales,  the  substitution  of  W.C.’s 
in  Wrea  Green  and  Wesham,  and,  as  regards  scavenging  in 
the  latter  district,  the  use  of  covered  ash-bins  and  covered 
carts. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  main  rivers  pass  through 
this  district,  and,  as  to  pollution  of  streams,  very  little  takes 
place. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  more  populous 
townships  of  Wesham,  Freckleton,  Clifton  and  Carleton  have 
their  outfall  into  tidal  waters.  The  drainage  of  one  part  of 
Marton  flows  into  the  Blackpool  Corporation  sewer,  and  two 
other  portions  are  dealt  with  by  tanks  and  flltcr-beds. 

Wrea  Green  and  Warton  also  flow  to  tanks,  thence  to 
the  Ribble.  Singleton  discharges  its  drainage  into  a brook, 
while  the  remaining  part  of  the  district  is  dealt  with  by  means 
of  cesspools. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  in  Wesham,  Freckleton  and 
Marton  by  the  Local  Authority, 
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In  more  sparsely  populated  districts,  the  householders 
are  responsible,  as  the  people  having  land  deal  with  the 
matter  themselves. 

The  disposal  of  ashes  and  house  refuse  is  in  part  con- 
veyed to  tips,  and  the  excreta  deposited  on  land  as  manure. 

Where  there  are  cesspools,  they  are  dealt  with  by 
the  householders. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  con- 
trolled by  Bye-Laws. — There  are  no  lodging-houses,  and 
the  only  offensive  trade  is  that  of  a tripe-boiling  place. 

Full  particulars  as  regards  closet  accommodation, 
disinfecting  and  inspections  will  be  found  in  the  Inspector’s 
Report.

Several  schools  were  visited,  and  the  children  examined 
especially  in  Wrea  Green,  Singleton  and  Freckleton.  I 
found  the  last  mentioned  school  was  not  in  a very  satisfactory 
condition,  and  that  the  ventilation  was  defective.  I also 
considered  that  these  buildings  might  be  made  more  up-to- 
date. 


Otherwise  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  are 
good  on  the  whole,  and  they  are  always  disinfected  after 
closure  for  infectious  diseases.  All  the  schools,  with  the 
exception  of  Treales,  are  supplied  with  Fylde  water.  This 
latter  place  obtains  its  water  from  a pump. 

FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — This,  on  the  whole,  is  good.  No  milk 
is  imported  into  the  district. 

Two  cows  at  Elswick  were  excluded  from  a herd  as  being 
Tuberculous. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshop  Orders  are  carried 
out  by  the  Fylde  Rural  Authority. 

The  Regulations  under  the  Order  of  L.G.B.  were 
adopted  1st  November,  1889. 

There  are  283  Cowkeepers,  and  11  Registered  Dairy- 
men or  Milksellers. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  inspected  from  time  to 


time. 
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The  County  Analyst  declared  12  samples  of  milk  pur- 
chased by  the  Police  Authorities  to  be  genuine. 

Bakehouses. — The  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Bake- 
houses is  satisfactory. 

The  condition  of  the  Slaughter-houses  is  also  good, 
but  there  is  no  public  Abbatoir. 

There  are  10  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  which 
are  all  registered. 

Part  of  a carcase  was  seized  and  condemned  for  being 
Tubercular  during  1923.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

During  the  year  12  cowsheds  have  been  inspected 
in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  County  Inspector,  and  the 
conditions  noted.  In  one  instance  a new  cowshed  is  being 
erected  on  our  suggesting  same  to  the  owner. 

Improvements  have  been  effected  in  several  others  by 
having  the  inlets  to  drains  brought  to  the  outside  of  the 

buildings. 

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  on  a farm  at  Elswick, 
which  showed  two  cases  in  the  herd  as  giving  Tubercular 
milk,  these  were  at  once  excluded  from  the  herd.
